London, Ju ne 19 (/P)—Adjou rn­ 
ment of the world economic con­ 
ference u ntil the q u estion of 
stabilization of cu rrencies can 
be settled was adv ocated today 
in the conference headq u arters 
lobby by the Eu ropean gold bloc. 
It was u nderstood the French 
were fostering this program on 
the grou nd that no progress was 
possible on other lines u ntil some 
form of stabilization had been 
achiev ed. 
The adjou rnm ent talk was 
entirely u nofficial bu t it was so 
persistent and far-reaching that 
it was being priv ately discu ssed 
by the heads of the important 
delegates. 
In the gold bloc grou p, which 
is headed by France, a month to 
six weeks was mentioned as the 
probable length of the adjou rn­ 
ment. 
France and her adherents as­ 
serted that ev ery thing rests with 
Washington and that there is no 
u se try ing to continu e the con­ 
ference u ntil president Roosev elt 
issu es final instru ctions to the 
American delegates. 
Ev ery thing was said to hinge 
on fu rther word from President 
Roosev elt. In American delega­ 
tion q u arters it was stated noth­ 
ing was ex pected from the presi­ 
dent pending his conv ersation 
with George L. Harrison, gov er­ 
nor of the federal reserv e bank 
of New York, who is now enrou te 
from London to America. 
The 
continental 
gold 
bloc, 
headed by France, while still try ­ 
ing to find a compromise solu ­ 
tion, indicated they were not so 
hopefu l. They ev en ex pected Mr. 
Roosev elt might order the Ameri­ 
can representativ es here to kill 
the stabilization idea entirely . 
Coincident with this situ ation 
the dollar had a fresh slu m*?,« 
reaching $4.14 1-4 to the pou nd 
by mid-afternoon. This took it 
entirely ou tside the range which 
had been su ggested for con­ 
trolled stabilization.

Scott McBride, national head of 
the anti-saloon leagu e. 
Unex pectedly strong wet op­ 
position has been encou ntered 
and both sides predict v ictory . 
Patrick D. Koontz, head of the 
u nited repeal cou ncil, say s the 
state will go for repeal bu t adds 
that an intensiv e fight is imper­ 
ativ e. The Rev . B. E. Ewing, head 
of the state anti-saloon leagu e, 
say s the dry s will win if the 
women’s v ote and the ru ral v ote 
are fu lly registered.

Hamm, Jr., wealthy St. Pau l 
brewer, held by kidnapers since 
Thu rsday , was released early to­ 
day near Wy oming, Minn., 45 
miles north of St. Pau l. He was 
u nharmed. 
His release came after three 
day s of negotiations, cu lminated 
by pay ment of a ransom by the 
brewer’s agents Satu rday night. 
The money was paid late Sat­ 
u rday night on a highway 60 
miles north of here following in­ 
stru ctions from the kidnapers 
The amou nt, which H. J. Charles 
attorney for the Theodore Hamm 
Brewing Co., of which Hamm 
was president and treasu rer, said 
was less than the $100,000 orig­ 
inally demanded, was tossed ou t 
of a car believ ed to hav e boen 
driv en by W. W. Du nn, bu siness 
associate of Hamm, between Pine 
City and Ru sh City . 
Hamm was seized here Thu rs­ 
day as he left his office to go 
home for lu nch. His kidnapers, 
in notes and telephone calls to 
Du nn, ou tlined their demands 
and negotiated for pay ment of 
the money . 
Comply ing with instru ctions, 
Du nn left last Satu rday for Du ­ 
lu th. He registered at a hotel and 
receiv ed a telephone message 
that he was to send a cou pe with 
the doors and ru mble seat re­ 
mov ed, to a point near Ru sh 
City . 
After an ex change of signals 
and passing and re-passing of 
the money car and two other 
machines, 
the 
ransom 
was 
kicked ou t onto the highway . 
The ransom car then retu rned to 
Du lu th, where Du nn waited at 
his 
hotel 
room 
for word 
of 
Hamm’s release. A brewery tru ck

~ It was learned au tho ritativ ely 
to d ay that issuance o f an ex ecu ­ 
tiv e o rd er by Presid ent Ro o sev elt 
is being co nsid ered to rev o ke the 
ex ecutiv e o rd ers by which the 
last three Repu blican presid ents 
blanketed jo bs u nd er the civ il 
serv ice—that is, placed po sitio ns, 
o nce appo intiv e, u nd er the pro ­ 
tectio n o f the serv ice law. incu m­ 
bents and all witho u t ho ld ing 
co mpetitiv e ex aminatio ns. 
If Presid ent Ro o sev elt were to 
appro v e the id ea the o rd ers 
wo uld permit selectio n by d e­ 
partmental head s o f Demo cratic 
su bstitu tes fo r tho se no w ho ld ing 
the po sts. 
Presid ent Ho o v er ad d ed 1,150 
fed eral po sitio ns to the civ il ser­ 
v ice 
list 
by ex ecutiv e o rd er, 
Presid ent Co o lid ge ad d ed 4,7 46, 
Presid ent Hard ing 344 and Presi­ 
d ent Wilso n 954. 
Und er this sy stem incu mbent 
and jo b was placed in the classi­ 
fied serv ice with the requ ire­ 
ment that when each po sitio n 
fell v acant it sho u ld be filled by 
the usual co mpetitiv e ex amina­ 
tio n. Bu t leav ing the berth to the 
incu mbent so lo ng as he wished 
to ho ld it. 
Since all these jo bs were giv en 
the classified statu s by ex ecutiv e 
o rd ers instead o f by legislatio n, 
they can be remo v ed in 4he same 
way . 
Sev eral cabinet o fficers hav e 
culled their d epartments fo r list­ 
ings o f tho se pro tected by su ch 
ex ecutiv e o rd ers and these lists 
hav e go ne to the White Ho use to 
await co nsid eratio n by Presid ent 
Ro o sev elt u po n his retu rn fro m 
v acatio n.

It is 
attack the plants fro m witho u t, *o r su mmer 
bu t u ltimately they get into the 
tissues and they are then mu ch 
mo re d ifficult to co ntro l. The 
d esirability o f taking measu res 
to check them in the beginning 
is apparent. As a matter o f fact 
the fu ngi that wo rk fro m within 
are o ften bey o nd the reach o f 
fu ngicid es and when these a t­ 
tack o u r plants we canno t sav e 
them. The fire-blight o f pears 
and the wait o f melo ns and sim­ 
ilar plants are no t to be cu red 
wTith spray s. 
In co mbatting the fungi, great 
d epend ence is placed o n the 
susceptibility o f all lo w fo rms o f 
life to co mpo u nd s o f su lphu r 
and co pper. So harmfu l is co p­ 
per su lphate that o ne part in 
sev eral millio n parts o f water 
will keep the green silks o r al­ 
gae fro m co lo nizing in artificial 
po o ls. Fu ngi are equally su scep­ 
tible. Fo r their co ntro l, the best 
weapo n is Bo rd eau Mix tu re. This 
may be mad e at 
well-kno wn 
recipes, 
bu t 
the 
nearest seed sman will hav e this 
in sto ck mad e up fo r immed iate 
applicatio n. Su ch a spray d o es 
no t affect insects, bu t arsenate 
o f lead is o ften ad d ed to it with 


spray . 
When trees and shru bs are in 
the d o rmant co nd itio n, the spray 
usu ally applied is the lime-su l­ 
phu r co mpo u nd . This is spray ed 
o n the bark, bud s, and twigs in 
winter and is quite effectiv e in 
getting the bark lice and scale 
no t a go o d spray 
as it clo gs the 
breathing po res o f the plants. 
There are a nu mber o f o ther 
go o d spray s to be had fro m the 
d ealer in plant materials, bu t 
the gard ener sho u ld be cau ­ 
tio ned to get the right spray fo r 
the right pest. The po iso ns that 
are d epend ed o n to kill insects 
will usu ally no t harm the fungi, 
no r will spray s d esigned 
fo r 
fu ngi harm the insects unless 
po iso ns are ad d ed . 


Ex periments with apes ind icate 
that these animals see the wo rld 
in co lo rs, whereas many animals 
see o nly shad es o f gray . 
, When so il o n farm land s fad es 
to a lighter co lo r, the change u s­ 
ually fo recasts po o rer cro p re­ 
tu rns, whereas a d arkening o f 
the so il is likely to mean better 
cro ps.

Motorist Is Killed Re­ 
sisting Attempted 
Holdup 


Indianapolis, J une 18 (/P) — 
George A. Hughes, 45, Lafay ette, 
Ind., bakery employ e, died in a 
hospital here today a few hours 
after his automobile struck a 
utility pole while he fo ught off a 
hitch-hiker attempting to rob 
him. 
The hitch-hiker, leav ing his 
coat and rev olv er in the car, fled 
through a field, Hughes’ wife, 
Elizabeth, 35, and his sister-in- 
law, Miss Anna Steill, 25, also of 
Lafay ette, 
who

machine, were cut and bruised. 
Whether the hitch-hiker was in­ 
jured was no t determnied. 
Police so ught the y outh, us­ 
ing description giv en them by 
Hughes before he died. 
Near 53d street, as they left In­ 
dianapolis, the y outh suddenly 
drew his gun, 
turned to the 
women in the rear seat, and de­ 
manded 
their 
purses. 
When 
Hughes lifted his hands from 
the wheel to grapple with the 
gunman, the car left the road 
and struck *the pole.

Washington, Ju ne 19 i/P)—The 
administration has now made 
clear it will not su bscribe to any 
immediate cu rrency stabilization 
p lan that might interfere with 
the p resent u p ward mov ement of 
American p rices. 
In v iew of this, it was tak en 
in Washington today that any 
temp orary agreement for con­ 
trolling the flu ctu ation of cu r­ 
rencies which may be work ed 
ou t at the London economic 
conference within a week , as 
forecast there, wou ld not inv olv e 
any fix ation of the dollar’s v alu e, 
and wou ld be ex tremely elastic 
in natu re. 
Fu rthermore, the sp ecific new 
instru ctions which went to the 
delegates 
last 
Satu rday 
ex ­ 
p lained that the American rep ­ 
resentativ es are to mak e no 
commitments u ntil Washington 
has been consu lted. 
Decisions 
here will all hinge on the word 
of v acationing President Roose­ 
v elt. 
Officials here hav e emp ha­ 
sized that his disap p rov al of the 
first p lan su bmitted was ev ok ed 
by the method of control con­ 
temp lated and is not to be inter­ 
p reted as meaning that America 


will p ersistently decline to enter 
into a p erm anent stabilization 
agreement. 
On the contrary , Mr. Roose­ 
v elt is not only ready bu t anx i­ 
ou s when he believ es the p rop er 
time arriv es, to join in su ch an 
arrangement. 
Bu t du ring the months p re­ 
ceding the London conference 
he consistently declined to be 
drawn into any of the sev eral 
mov es for a de facto stabiliza­ 
tion. Princip al reason has been 
shown to be Mr. Roosev elt’s con­ 
cern lest any circu mstance in­ 
terru p t the p resent u p ward p rice 
mov ement, a solicitu de which 
ru ns throu gh all the legislation 
of his domestic p rogram. 
The chief ex ecu tiv e wants the 
domestic p rice lev el to reach a 
satisfactory height, p resu mably 
the lev el cff 1926, before any thing 
is done to halt this inflationary 
cou rse. Also the President will 
enter no agreement that might 
tie his hands for emp loy ing his 
au thority to initiate a controlled 
inflation of the American cu r­ 
rency when and if it is needed.
